While 
some o.: them have the sordid Indian 
look, others are quite cheerful 
greet the visitor with a pleasant “How,” | 
the Indian word of greeting, as though 
they were welcoming a_ long-lost 
brother. 

Among the inmates of the men’s ward 


is an Iidian knewn as Bob Tom, who 
is quite a celebrated character.

As the institution is without cells, 
there is no room in the building strong 
enough to hold him, and for safety he 
is handcuffed and schatkled all the 
time, even at meals, for his mania is 
to kill people.

tic policy. 

The Monroe Doctrine is not a part of 
international law. But it is the funda- 
mental feature of our entire foreign pol- 
icy so far as the Western Hemisphere 
is concerned, and it has more and more 
heen meeting. with recognition abroad. 
The reason why it is meeting with 
this recognition is because we have not 
allowed it to become fossilized, but have 
adapted our construction of it to meet 
the growing, changing needs of this 
hemisphere. Fossilization, of- course, 
means death, whether to an individual, 
a government or a doctrine. 

When we announce a poiicy such as 
the Monroe Doctrine we thereby com- 
mit ourselves to accepting the conse- 
quences of the policy, and these conse- 
quences from time to time alter. 

We cannot permanently adhere to the 
Monroe Doctrine unless we succeed in 
making it evident that we do not Intend 
to treat it as an excuse for aggrandize- 
ment at the expense of the republics to 
the south of us; that we do not intend 
t> permit it to be used by any of these 
republics as a shield to protect it from 
the consequences of its own errors. 

It must be understood that under no 
circumstances will ihe United States 
use the Monroe Doctrine as a cloak for

AMUEL H. GRUBB, aged 13, who 
S has been wandering around the 

country for the last six months, 
is held at the Four Courts under the 
care of Matron Kintzing. 

“I live Hke a tramp. I look like a 
tramp, I act like a tramp, I eat like 
a tramp and I sleep like a tramp, but 
I ain’t no tramp,”’ said Samuel when 
I interviewed him today for the boy 
readers of the Post-Dispatch. 

“What's the difference between’ you 
and a tramp?’ I asked. 

“A tramp is not willing to work and 
I am,” he replied. ‘‘That’s the differ- 
ence. A year and a half ago my fa- 
ther died and a week later my mother 
died and I was alone on a big farm. 
I stayed in Mammoth Springs, Ark. 
(that’s where I lived), a couple of weeks, 
sleeping on the grass or begging a bed. 

“Some people told me that I could 
get a job in Texas herding sheep. iI 
beat my way down there and after I 
got there it was much different than I 
expected. I then started to come to 
‘St. Louis, where I thought I had an 
uncle living. 

“I rode inside of box cars, and when 
they were not open I rode on the top, 
but I never rode on the bumper.”’ 

‘“‘When I got back as far as Mamrinoth 
Springs I got a job for % a week in a 
hay press, and after working a week 
my foot was crushed so badly I had to 
quit. 

“I got on a freight train and rode 
until I was so hungry that I had to get 
off at some little town. 

“I chopped wood for some people in 
town, or I chopped some for tiie fire- 
men, and they gave me sometaing to 
eat. Sometimes the brakeman would 
share his lunch with me. I didn’t walk 
more’n five miles on the way here.’ 

Samuel has traveled over 1000 miles 
in six months without paying a cent 
of fare. 

‘“T got to East St. Louis Wednesday 
night,’’ he said, “and I slept in a box- 
car. In the morning I got on a (rain 
and landed up by the Chain of Kucks. 

“A fellow gave me fare to the city 
and told me to go on Market street, as 
that was the busiest part of town. 


Befriended by Boy. 


“I ‘bummed’ around town Thursday. 
and in the evening there was a tire 
near 1400 South Eighth street. i ran 
with a bunch of people and I fell in 
with three other boys. I told my his- 
tory to one of them and he took me to

his house, where 1 got supper. 

“While I was there some one must 
have told the police that | was a run- 
away boy, because after supper a [o- 
iiceman came and told me that he was 
going to arrest me.

JAPANESE ‘STUDY 
UUR RAILROADS 


Mr. Yoshio Knioshita Says 
That Government Ownership 
Is Very Successful. 


NIPPON ROADS EQUAL OUR 


—_—— 


He Looks for Great Prosperity 
After the Present War 
Is Over. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PORTLAND, Me., Aug. 1:'.—Yoshio 
Knioshita, traffic manager of the rail- 
rouds of Japan, who is touring Amer- 
ica and Europe in the investigation of 
railroad methods and systems by com- 
mand of-the Eniperor,. arrived . here 
Thursday afternoon. 

The distinguished Oriental was seen 
after his extended interview with Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent F. E. Boothby 
and General Manager George E. Evans 
and safd: “I left Japan last October 
and came across to the Pacific Coast, 
where I remained some time, study- 
ing the railroads of that portion of 
From there I went to 
Philadelphia and then to Washington, 
where I attended the meeting of the 
International Railway Congress, to 
which I was a delegate from my own 
country. This meeting was held in 
May, and since that time I have been 
Studying the railway systems in this 
part of the country. New England, on 
account of it being more densely pop- 
ulated than any other portion of the 
United States, resembles Japan the 
most, and here I am getting the best 
idea of railway conditions as compared 
with my own country. 


Studying Eastern Roads. 

“TI have taken the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Rallroad, then the 
Boston & Maine, and now I am in 
Portland to study the Maine Central 
system. We have in Japan about 5900 
miles of steam railroad, all operated by 
the Imperial Government, with the ex- 
ception of a few smaller branches, all 
of which, however, are under Govern- 
ment control. 

*“‘We have three principal islands, the 
main one and center of the group 
being about 1200 miles long. North of 
this is a smaller island, with a passage- 
way between of about 30 miles, and 
south of the main island is another 
smaller body of land with a passage- 
way between of about one mile. The 
water here, however, is very deep, and 
the largest steamship can easily pass 
through the channel. All of these three 
islands have railroads their entire 
length, with many branch lines leading 
out to the different places along the 
coast. 

“Our railroads are good investments, 
and pay from 7 to 8 r cent on the 
amount invested in them. American 
capitalists have lately been putting 
some money into Japanese railroad 
stocks, showing them to be well thought 
of here. While our roads are good, they 
cannot be said to be up to the standard 
of those in this country. 


Still Very Young. 


“We are still. very young as a nation, 
but are progressing and we expect tu 
be in the same class. Our maximum 
speed is from 40 to 50 miles on our 
through trains. and our average is not 
far from 30 miles. We have none of the 
flyers like those now running between 
New York and Chicago over the New 
York Central and the Pennsylvania 
railroads. " 

“Our average rate of fare, however, is 
very much lower than that of this 
country. It is only three-quarters of a

Charles E, Rilliet, Member of 
Ziegler Expedition, Sends 
Brief Message to Mother in 
St. Louis. 


SHE HAD GIVEN HIM UP 
AS VICTIM OF NORTH 


Secretary Says Rilliet Was of 
the Right Stuff and Held Po- 
sition of Master of Trans- 
portation. 


“Hello, 
Charlies.” 
A sigh of relief escaped Mrs. K. M. 
Rilliet of 3018 North Newstead avenue 
and the sufferings of two years of sus- 
pense ended when the mother of Chas. 
FE. Rilliet, a member of the Zicgler 
expedition in quest of the North Pole, 
read this cablegram. 

The message was from Henningsvaag, 
Norway, and bore the date of Aug. i0. 

It seemed almost folly for che de- 
voted mother to entertain the siightcst 
hope that her son would ever return, 
and when she ré®d the joyful tidings 
she became almost hysterical from ivy. 

“It seemed that my son was standing 
beside me and greeted me when I read 
the cabdle saying that he was alive and 
well,’’ exclaimed the mother, after she 
had read and reread the precious mes- 
sage, as if there was a doubt of its 
reality. 


The Mother’s Anxiety. 


“I have waited long and anxiously 
and for months have suffered a mad- 
dening suspense,"’ continued Mra. Ril- 
liet “No one can imagine what my 
relief was when I knew my boy lived 
and would come back to me. He sailed 
from Tromsoe, Norway, for Franz-Josef 
Land in the steamer America, July 20, 
1903. He then sent back word to nmi« that 
he would return to St. Louis ir ‘ime for 
the World’s Fair if he discevered the 
North Pole; otherwise, he intended to 
tour China, he said. 

“My son is 28 years of age, ani is 
a graduate of the St. Louls High Sshool 
and Washington University. In the 
latter school he took a course of eng!- 
neering. 


“My first worry over his fate was last 
year when the supply ship, Belgica, 
went North and failed .to find the 
America. I had some faith tn the relief 
expedition. but when it failed my 
anxiety increased.’ 

After the cablegram from her son 
was received another one followed from 
L. E, Smith of New York, acting secre- 
tary of the Zeigler company. It said 
that of the 38 members of the expedi- 
tion rescued, only one, a Norwegian, 
died. His death Was due to natural 
causes. 


Held Important Position. 


Smith said that Rilliet, the St. Louis 
youth, had proven himself to be of the 
rignt stuff, and that he had been as- 
signed to a position equivalent to super- 
intendent of transportation. He had 
been an expert balloonist. 

Anthony Fiala and all the others con- 
nected with the expedition were rescued 
by the Arctic steamer Terra Nova, 
which went to th erelief of the Fiala- 
Zeigier pvlar expedition. The ship 
America, which took out Fiala and his 
party, was crushed in the ice early in 
the agent of 1903-4 and was lost with 
a iar > pers of her coal and provisions.

FIALA’S FIANCEE GETS 
CABLE AFTER MONTHS,

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 11.—The 
news of the engagement of Miss Claire 
Puryear of this city to Anthony Fiala 
of the Fiala-Ziegler polar expedition, 
comnes as a big surprise to Nashville 
friends, although to a limited few the 
attachment of Mr. Fiala was known. 

They met at the Tennessee Centennial 
Exposition in 1897. Mr. Fiala came here 
as a member of New York State troops, 
acting as an escort to the Governor of 
New York. On New York Day at the 
exposition, Fiala was presented to Miss 
Puryear at a reception at the New York 
building, which was given in honor of 
the Governor of New York. 

An immediate attachment was the re- 
suit and after Mr. Fiala’s return home 
a correspondence began and was con- 
tinued.

Disease Spreads to Plantations 
in St. Charles Parish—New 
Orleans Council Appropriates 
$60,000—Strike Is On.

NEW ORLEANS, La, Aug. 11.—The 
fact that there were comparatively only 
a few attendants at the funeral of 
Archbishop Chappelle this morning was 
due to several facts. é 

The chief one is that sinoe his death 
three different dates were fixed for his 
funeral and so little notice was given 
of the last change that few people, even 
in New Orleans, knew that he was to 
be interred today. 

It was first decided to bury the pre ate 
yesterday. Late Wednesday night a 
hurried conference was held at the pal- 
ace between physicians, Government cf- 
ficials and priests. Those who did not 
credit the mosquito theory wanted the 
remains buried at once. And had so 
arranged it, notwithstanding free per- 
mission was given by the Government 
and health authorities to keep the re- 
mains as long as desired. 

At the conference the moral effect of 
a hasty funeral was discussed. It was 
feared that if the funeral took place 
Thursday morning when death had only 
occurred Wednesday afternoon at 12:8), 
the fact would tend to influence popular 
belief against the mosquito theory, as 
such a hasty funeral was a return to 
old methods. 
dt was accordingly decided to. post- 
pone the funeral until Saturday morn- 


While the conference was in puogress 
the removal) of the remains to 8t. Louis 
Cathedral were delayed two hours. 

‘Yesterday there was dissatisfaction 
over the change to Saturday and an- 
other consultation was held. Danger 
of infection resulted in putting back the 
funeral to this morning at 9 o'clock. 

The St. Louis Cathedral is located in 
the midst of the infected district and it 
was feared that the people attending 
‘the masses Thursday. Friday and Sat- 
urday would be bitten by . mosquitues 

and spread the disease all over the city. 
' Por the same reason many Catho ics 
wanted the funeral to be private, but 
Vicar-General Laval held out against 
all opposition and this morning there 
was a stato funeral, although poorly 
attended. 

The greatest contrast was noted be- 
tween the present occasion and the fu- 
neral of Archbishop Jannsens, which 
was the most elaborate and largely ai- 
tended in the history of the city. Yel- 
low fever and danger of infection was 
the sole cause of the difference.

And they will not be persuaded to 
acquiesce in twentieth century graft by the logic of 
a dozen “foremost historians” professing history in 
Chicago University. 
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Gov. Folk ought to reorganize the Police Board 
so far as it may be necessary to assure the direction 
of the police in harmony with his reform purposes. 
There should not be left in the department any of 
the influences which have made for the abuse of po- 
lice powers for political purposes, or for corruption 
and lawlessness. But in reorganizing the depart- 
ment he should cut out the political hacks and 
hangers-on who adjust themselves to every change 
of sentiment and who are supporting reform solely 
for what there is in it. Reformers of this kind 
are vociferous in his following. 
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THE BASIS OF PEACE. 

The true basis of peace between Japan and Russia 
is the realization on the part of Japan of the pur- 
poses of the war, which are the checking of Russian 
aggressions in the Orient, the repairing of the 
actual wrong perpetrated by reason of her aggres- 
sion and the protection of Japanese interests against 
Russian ambitions in the future. 

The terms submitted by Japan contain a sound 
basis of settlement, with the addition of several 
points which go beyond the necessary conditions 
to assure to Japan the realization of her original 
purposes. The evacuation of Manchuria, with the 
relinquishment of interests gained by Russia through 
greed and unjust aggression, the “open door” and 
the recognition of Chinese sovereignty in Man- 
churia, with a Japanese protectorate over Korea, 
are fair terms, To these may be added compensa- 
tion to Japan for the actual cost of the war. The 
other demands are items for adjustment and com- 
promise. - 

Russia must expect to pay something for her fol- 
lyi and injustice in Asia. She must accept the fair 
cdnsequences of defeat. 

On the other hand, Japan should bear in mind 
that the most becoming quality in a victor is mag- 
nanimity. She is glutted with glory and can well 
afford to be generous to her beaten foe. She can- 
not, with consistency to the principle avowed 
throughout the negotiations preceding the war and 
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LOUIS HAS MANY WEEDS 
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the war itself, insist upon her own aggrandizement. 
She is pledged to the doing of justice. Adherence 
to this policy would go far to remove suspicion of 
her ulterior motives.

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USELESS AND NOX'OUS INSECTS. 

Nothing in the way of sentimentality cvuld be sil- 
lier than the plea of a medical man, in the Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger, that the mosquito and other 
noxious insects should be spared, lest we destroy 
nature’s scavengers and thereby imply our doubt of 
the Divine wisdom. 

It is true that some insects may be looked upon 
as scavengers. But the mosquito cannot be classed 
with them. This insect is equipped only with a 
proboscis, useful for sucking juices or blood from 
plants or animals. This is in no sense scavenger 
work. The countries which have no mosquitoes do 
not suffer from the lack of them. 

There are other insects and minute organisms, such 
as the chigger, the tick, the botfly and the entire 
family of parasitic forms, which are an unmitigat- 
ed curse to man and to the animal creation, not to 
speak of the terrible insect blights that sweep away 
vegetation and bring starvation upon man and beast. 

To plead for the lives of these pests, on the score 
of utility or for supposed religious reasons, shows ig- 
norance and lack of good sense. The sooner human 
beings subdue the earth by exterminating its noxious 
forms of life, the better.

“Labor unionism cannot yet boast of 
a national solidarity which lead men 
in Ohio and Kansas and California to 
quit their jobs with joy and gladness 
because the New Haven branch of their 
organization has a grievance. Nor will 
organized labor secure to itself the sup- 
port of the public if areas in which no 
offense has been committed are made 
to suffer because labor has a grievance 
at some point one or two thousand 
miles away. 

“We repeat the advice which we hare 
given heretofore to labor leaders. They 
should for a time suspend their dis- 
turbing activities and devote a few 
weeks to the consideration of policies 
framed on wiser and larger lines than 


lthose not so frequently employed.| 


“It is well known that there are 
many lines of industry in which a na- 
tional strike for a time paralyzes the 
activity of the country. That fact necds 
no practical demonstration, but such a 
demonstration, or any approach to it, 
would mean ruin and death to unilon- 
ism. 

‘The strike of organized labor de- 
pends absolutely on public approval. 
The strike reported as being vuordeted 
this week is not likely to be highly 
commended.” 


“If Russia's interests would be ad- 
vanced by the conclusion of a peuce— 
a question that Russia alone can answer 
—it will be quixotic to refuse such ~ 
settlement on sentimental grounds,” 
says the Herald. 


“As M. Hardin observed, there is 
nothing more humiliating in the puy- 
ment of an indemnity than in the ac- 
ceptance of any other condition which 
a victor in war may be in a posiiion 
to impose, France, indeed, wouid have 
paid joyfully another five milliards in 
1870 if the payment of that sum would 
have prevented the alienation of Alsace- 
Lorraine, and instead of regarding such 
an indemnity as a humiliation she 
would have gloried its payment. 


‘There is not one of the powers but 
has submitted at one time or another 
to the so-called ‘humiliation’ of being 
compelled to pay a war indemnity or 
to cede territory; yet that fact does 
not prevent them today from ‘sitting 
in the sunshine’ and enjoying the re- 
spect and even the envy of their neigh- 
bors.”

BRIDGEPORT, R. LL, Aug. 11.—No 
mariner who steered his course by the 
Stratford Shoals Light during the last 
week guessed that behind the unceas- 
ing blinking of the white beam that 
guided him safely by the rocks and 
sandbars between Port Jefferson and 
Bridgeport was on a life and death 
struggle between the keeper and his 
companion, a mariner. 

The ‘tale of the seven days and nights 
of terror of Lighthouse Tender Mer- 
rill Hulse came to light through this 
bulletin of the Lighthouse Board at 
Tomkinsville: 

“Julius Coster

Head Keeper Gilbert Ruland went 
ashore on his vacation Monday week 
and the little boat that took him to 
the Stratford River landing carricd 
back Coster, the companion of Hulse, 
through many a summer and winter of 
calm and storm.

Resigns From Boards of Finan- 
cial Institutions Because 
of State Office. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Secretary of! 
State Elihu Root, who recently entered 
President Roosevelt's Cabinet has sev- | 
éred all connections with a number of | 
financial] institutions of which he was 
formerly a director. Mr. Root recently 
resigned, it became known yesterday, 
from the boards of the Morton Trust 
Co., the National Bank of Commerce. 
the Continental Fire Insurance’ Co. and 
several other corporations. 

This action was taken in order that 
he might ussume the Secretaryship of 
Btate without being tn any way allied 
with corporate interests. On conversa- 
fion with his assoctates he is said ‘to 
have expressed the opinion that it was 
better for him to be free of his former 
connection with these institutions, as 4 
director, and for this reason he re- 
signed from them all.

OVERCOME 
TWENTY FIREMEN 


Ten Are Parboiled by Steam 
From Soap Company’s 
Burning Vats. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Twenty fire- 
men were carried, burned and uncon- 
scious, from boiling soap, five of them 
very badly parboiled, from a fire in 
W. H. Daggitt’s Sons soap factory in 
West 120th street today. 

Tanks containing 70,000 gallons of 
soap fats exploded after a fire in the 
three-story building had been pruught 
under control. 

For five hours’ thereafter firemen 
fought this new danger, crawling on 
their stomachs on sidewalks outside tne 
building, unable to stand in such a pol- 
sonous cloud which exhaled from the 
fiery soap greases, and continually ex- 
posed to little rivers of scorching tluid 
which flowed out of the building. 

Water seemed for the firat three 
hours to have no other effect on the 
burning soap fats than to cause them 
to flow more freely with greater peril 
to the fire-fighters. 

After the vais had taken fire Acting 
Chief Binns was forced to divide his 
men into two parties, one to enter the 
black smoke cloud with the hose and 
the other to stand waiting out in the 
air to rush in and rescue fainting com- 
rades whose cries for help came from 
the fire every few minutes. 

The black smoke was even more dead- 
ly than the hot grease and sometimes 
even the men lying flat on their faces 
were forced to inhale it by the constant 
back drafts. 

In no case did the injuries of the fire- 
men come from a single experience in 
the smoke and grease but from repeat- 
ed dashes into the fire zone after having 
been dragged out helpless by comrades. 

A physician was among the rescue 
brigade and by first aid treatment suc- 
ceeded in removing some of the firemen. 

Several firemen who were taken out 
unconscious’ and _ restored to their 
Senses refused to obey orders to go to 
the hospital, but ran back to their 
posts of duty. 

For an hour Fred Barry fought the 
fire from the cellar with the scalding 
grease trickling over him. As he felt 
his strength giving out for the last time 
he screamed for help and Chief Howe, 
in another part of the building heard 
him. 

Barry was found lying unconscious 
drowning in the hot water, and was car- 
ried to the hospital. 

Fireman Andrew O'Neill sustained the 
most seriéus injuries.

DES MOINES, Io., Aug. 11.—Either in 
Paris or the mountain district of Al- 
sace-Loraine, Mae Ann McCown, 
beautiful Des Moines society belle, 
lost. 

Anxious friends out of their money, 
supplemented by the wealth of a lover 
who died while waiting to learn of her 
whereabouts, have enlisted the service 
of detectives and are making a search 
of France for the girl.
